THE JUSTICE SITUATION 


We have seen times, in the election of justice of the 


peace, when there was no real our and out contest. Each 
one was very anxious to have somebody else take the 
position. In fact, this lia* been true for the most part in 
the city of Elyria up to the time of the present cam- 
paign. The justice of the peace has been "wished" on 
somebody. It has been taken ra.tb.rr as a public dutv. 
Somebody was nominated and elected when he was not 
looking. The consequence is there has been a tcndenc\ 
to minimize the office and its actions. 


That disposition has passed, and we hope has pa.-.-ed 


forever. 
There has been an increase in the co.-t of .nistire 


work which will result m an increased income to the 
justice and to the constable. This has added TO the 
value of the office and increases, to that extent, its im- 
portance. 


In this city there are six candidates. 
We believe i 


that we can >afely .*>ay that regardless of who is elected 
we will have coriM'ientious service rendered. There are 
various types of minds represented by those who are 
candidate.-. The citizens have the opportunity to exer- 
cise their powrr of selection on behalf of auv of the>e 
types or even for two different types, as there are two 
places to fill. Out of the six numincr. five are men. and 
one a woman. 


Mrs. Nellie .M. FIi'll who is well known in the city 


and county is a candidate for one of these positions. We 
arc somewhat familiar with the dutie&.of the office. We 
know Mr.x. Hill. We know >ome of the candidates who 
are running very well, and all of them very well by repu- 
tation. We believe that we c.-iu safely say that in" natur 
al and acquired ability, in the energy and time she will 
devote to the office in the desire and ability to .judge 
wisely, and in fact, in all of the qualifications, save the 
one of an education in the law, Mrs. Hill would take her 
place in the first rank of the candidates for the office. 


In addition to thi^ we believe that it is no more than 


fair and right that one of the justices of the peace in the 
city of Elyria should be a woman.
